DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed May 5 and June 5, 2008, have been fully considered. 

2. Claims 1-45 are pending and have been examined. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

3. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

- claims 1-45 are allowed; 

- regarding independent claims 1 , 5, 1 1 , 1 7, 26, 28, 30, and 36, the prior art of 
record neither alone nor in combination teach "wherein user access to said 
data is possible in response to an accessing activity performed by a user and, 
in a first level access, a first set of user modifications may be made for editing 
a first set of said data types in response to a first accessing activity and, in a 
second level access, a second set of user modifications may made for editing 
a second set of said data types in response to a second accessing activity" 
(claims 1 , 5, 1 1 , 1 7, 26, 28, and 36) or "wherein said transmitted encoded 
data includes data fields configured to allow levels of access to a user in 
response to particular user access activities" (claim 30) in combination with

36; 

- claims 2-4, 6-1 0, 1 2-1 6 and 27, 1 8-25 and 29, 31 -35, and 37-45 are allowed 
because of their dependence from independent claims 1 , 5, 1 1 , 1 7, 30, and 
36.
